the motel units there are comfortable mattresses, attractive ceilings, Kem- 
tile floors and combination screen and storm windows. Lighting is in ex- 
cellent taste. Both heat and electricity are furnished and there is a well 
equipped laundry for use of the tenants. Both motel units and apartments 
are heated by forced hot water.

The Northeastern Vermont Development Association, cooperative 
organization of the towns and people of Caledonia, Essex and Orleans 
Counties, was set up to carry out four major assignments: 


Area publicity and publications— 

Study, planning and research for area development— 

Work for the development of the resources of the area— 

Work for the economic and social betterment of the three counties. 


In 1956, northeastern Vermont had outstanding publicity to benefit 
all towns. Newspapers and radio, both in and out of the State, carried 
reports of town and regional activities. East Burke was the Vermont 
community presented to the nation on coast to coast television. Town 
literature, maps, handbooks, tri-county calendar and special listings were 
given wide distribution. Hundreds of inquiries were answered. 


Data was collected for much needed Fact Sheets on town and region- 
al resources. Area Forums, in Newport and St. Johnsbury, brought na- 
tionally known leaders to help with marketing problems. A consultant 
of the Office of Area Development, U. S. Department of Commerce, spent 
a full week studying ways to make progress in the tri-county group of 
towns. : 


Working for development of resources was a major part of the year’s 
work. Major contributions were made to the Burke Mountain, Jay Peak, 
Groton State Park Day and other projects. In working for more all year 
round vacation business, for new business, for industrial development, for 
towns with special projects, NVDA had the full cooperation of state and 
federal leaders. NVDA responded to every opportunity to work with 
community groups for development of local resources. 


The year’s work was planned in a series of local and regional con- 
ferences. Leadership was provided by officers, elected by the members, 
and directors, elected by town councilmen. Directors held monthly meet- 
ings. 


The area development program is financed by town appropriations, 
based on 1% of the Grand List, voted at the annual town meetings, and 
from memberships. The work would not be possible without town ap- 
propriations. In 1956, 47 of the 52 towns of the three counties approved 
a totaling $5045. The budget for the 1957 year’s work is 
$13,500

CONTROL WORK

White pine blister rust control was continued in Concord in 
1956 through the cooperation of the Town, the U. S. Forest 


Service and the Vermont Dept. of Forests and Parks with the 
following accomplishments : 


Acres of white pine protected 256 
Acres of control area worked to protect pine 489 
Number currants and gooseberries destroyed 5528 
Town expense for labor | $200.00 
State and federal cost (labor & transportation) $229.50 


State and federal expenses for equipment, supervision and 
mapping are not included above. 


The blister rust disease is controlled by eliminating currant 
and gooseberry bushes within infecting range of white pine 
stands. This distance varies from 900 feet in open lands to 
about 200 feet in thickly wooded areas. Re-work is necessary 
on most areas after a period of 8 to 10 years because of the 
erowth of small seedling bushes which could not be found dur- 
ing the first working. 


The 1956 season completed all blister rust work needed in 
Concord at this time. However, other pine areas in the town 
will need attention within a few years, probably about 1960. 
Inspections will be made of these areas at the proper time to de- 
termine the need for future work.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A look at the data sheet of this report will show that the en- 
rollment at the opening of school in September 1956 was 193 ele- 
mentary pupils and 72 high school pupils. The corresponding 
enrollments on January 15, 1957 were 194 elementary and 76 
high school pupils. These figures show a decrease of some 14 
pupils under the enrollment of September of 1955. This de- 
crease was for the most part due to pupils moving out of the dis- 
trict. It might be of interest to note that of the 20 pupils en- 
rolled in grade 8 in September 1955, fifteen went to Concord 
High School, one to St. Johnsbury Trade, one to private school, 
two moved away and one remained at home. 


The enrollment of 76 in the high school makes it possible 
for the pupils to receive the advantages of much individual in- 
struction from a faculty of five fully certified teachers, all of 
whom are college graduates, and two of whom hold master’s de- 
erees. 


Close contact with the teachers and pupils has been main- 
tained through visits, conferences, and teachers’ meetings. 
During the past year four demonstration meetings, conducted 
by Dr. Russell, Coordinator of Language Arts, State Depart- 
ment of Education, were held for all teachers of this supervisory » 
district. The subjects treated were teaching the language arts 
and individual differences in pupils. 


The board has kept informed regarding the operation of 
the schools and condition of the buildings through visitations 
and regular board meetings. During the past summer all wood 
floors were cleaned and sealed, and the cement floors were 
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painted. An exceptionally fine project of decorating the class. 
rooms and corridors in the Village School was completed last 
summer. The change from the rather drab unfinished wall 
areas to a variety of warm, cheerful colors resulted in very 
pleasant working and living conditions for teachers and pupils. 


It is hoped that a similar program can be carried out at East 
Concord. 


The board has provided sufficient texts, instructional sup- 
plies and teaching aids during the year. New science texts were 
purchased for grade 7, and new reading texts and English texts 
for grade 3. Various materials and supplementary texts have 


been secured to provide for the individual differences of chil- 
dren. 


Standard achievement and mental maturity tests have been 
given to pupils in grades 5-8. The program in the high school 
included pupils in grades 9 and 11 with regard to mental tests, 
and grades 9 and 10 for standard tests. The test results were 
studied and used as a guide for selecting instructional materials 
at the pupils’ level of achievement. 


We are very fortunate to have the services of a public health 
nurse who organizes the hearing and vision testing, the infant, 
pre-school and school immunization, and polio clinics. It is 
very gratifying to report that through the efforts of Dr. Dickson 
and Miss Breen, R.N., the programs have been very successful. 
The fact that over 93% of the Concord High School students 
have received polio shots is evidence of the value of this pro- 
gram. I might add that only 23% of all Vermont youngsters 
between the ages of 15 through 19 have received such protection. 


I cannot urge too strongly that parents should refer any 
cases of reported defects, for example in vision and hearing, to 
a doctor at their earliest convenience. 


The board gave serious thought to each item of the propos- 
ed budget for the school year July 1, 1957-June 30, 1958. Be- 
cause this is a legislative year, nothing can be said at this time 
concerning teachers’ salaries for the 1957-58 school year. If the 
proposed teachers’ minimum salary law is enacted by the legis- 


lature, the figure allotted to teaching will have to be revised up- 
ward. 


Although Concord has a high school, the town district is 
required to pay one half the legal maximum tuition for certified 
pupils attending a trade school. The present legal rate is $225. 
This amount may be increased by the legislature. 


Though the school buildings are in very good condition, 
both are in need of an exterior paint job. This should be done 
in the light of good economy. 
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- When we consider the statements made above, the proposed 
budget of $68,905 is conservative. It is my opinion that unless 
the Grand List is raised, the recommended tax rate of $3.25 for 
the support of the schools and the retirement of bonds and in- 
terest is too low. ;

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 
MONTPELIER, VERMONT 


This is the twenty-second annual report which I have made 
to the citizens of Concord regarding State payments in your 
municipality of various types of assistance and welfare during 
1957. The support and cooperation of town officers and people 
generally over this long period is gratefully acknowlegded. We 
have some measure of responsibility for 12,000 individuals and 
annually spend about six million dollars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs has not 
changed substantially for several years. Due to the extension 
of Social Security, the number receiving Old Age Assistance has 
declined but those receiving Aid to the Permanently and To- 
tally Disabled have increased. Supplementation of inadequate 
amounts of Social Security benefits is an increasing role of Pub- 
lic Assistance.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A review of the enrollment figures on the data sheet of this 
report indicates little change in the school population during the 
present school year. A closer examination reveals the fact that 
the resident high school enrollment is relatively small compared 
to the elementary. From data available we should expect at 
least 70 resident high school pupils within the next five years, 
if parents will do all they can to.encourage their children to 
continue in school. 


The buildings and equipment have been kept in good order. 
During the summer vacation all classrooms, corridors, and _stor- 
age rooms were thoroughly cleaned and the floors resurfaced. 
The outside of the Village school was painted. I am sure that 
this was a wise part of the maintenance program. From a 
standpoint of economy the East Concord school should be paint- 
ed next summer. 


Mental maturity and achievement tests in all school sub- 
jects have been given to pupils in grades 5 through 8. A read- 
ing test was given to the high school pupils. ‘The results of 
these tests serve the teachers as guides toward the identification 
of individual differences and help them determine whether or 
not a pupil is working up to capacity. 


Much is being said at the present time about the quality of 
education, particularly in the American secondary school. The 
critics of our school system may be right in several ways. 
When we consider the number of boys and girls who do not take 
the “hard” subjects such as Latin, foreign language, algebra, 
geometry, advanced algebra, trigonometry, physics, chemistry, 
and other subjects that demand hard thinking, we, as parents, 
should take inventory of just what our children are taking in 
high school and why. As a general thing pupils elect the easier 
subjects or go along with what the group is taking. I feel that 
if the best talent of our youth is not to be wasted, parents should 
confer with teachers and principals regarding courses best suit- 
ed to their children’s ability and should also cooperate fully with 
the school in order that the best possible results may be ob- 
tained. 


The need for guidance in the schools is a subject which has 
been given much attention in the press recently. True, euid- 
ance should be given every pupil from grade 1-12, but more 
particularly from grade 7 through high school. By the time a 
child enters high school he should have received guidance with 
the result that he will take the subjects best fitted to his ability. 
While we have no guidance specialists in our school system I 
am confident that our teachers are doing the job capably. 
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When we consider the high cost of education and the neces- 
sity for it, let us be sure that our boys and girls get their mon- 
ey’s worth. Personally, I feel that homework is necessary for 
all pupils, beginning with the upper grades and continuing 
through high school. When pupils in the junior and_ senior 
high schools have no homework one can safely assume that they 
are not working up to capacity and are not getting their money's 
worth. 


Parents and pupils should be mindful of. the fact that regu- 
lar attendance at school is necessary for good progress and re- 
sults in good work habits and punctuality, characteristics which 
will be of value in later life. 


The state aid for the 1956-57 school year was $18,007.46. 
While this amount exceeded the 1956 aid by some $2140, this 
increase was far short of the increase in teachers’ salaries and 
sick leave benefits. Based upon the assumption that the pres- 
ent enrollment does not change before the end of the school year, 
the estimated state aid to be received by December 1, 1958 ~ 
should be around $19,130. 


The board carefully considered each item of the proposed 
budget for the school year July 1, 1958—June 30, 1959. Keep- 
ing in mind the increase in the teachers’ minimum salaries, the 
teacher sick leave of 10 days per year, cumulative to 20 days in 
two years, tuition to Trade school, fuel, bonds and interest, and 
transportation, the total budget of $75,420 appears to be neces- 
sary.

Union Block Destroyed by Fire in 1958 


HISTORY OF THE UNION BLOCK 


The Union Block, afterwards known as “The Block” was 
built in 1871, the same year the railroad was put through. The — 
east end was owned by George Higgins, the center by C. H. Til- 
ton and the west end by O. F. Harvey. This building was about 
forty feet deep and one hundred feet long and was a three story 
structure. It was attached to the building that David Hibbard 
had moved a few years before from the site of the Southworth 
home. This part was used as a hardware store and tin shop 
operated by the Brigham Bros. and later by “Rl |e Benner. 
hardware and Hib Dowse tin shops. It was torn down several 
years ago. 


The third floor of the Block was at one time used by the 
Masons, the G. A. R. and Women’s Relief Corps and had an- 
apartment at the west end. During the years the first and sec- 
ond floors have housed the postoffice, grocery stores, furniture, 
(Howe & Tilton); Undertaker. C. H. Tilton; millinery store, 
»..E, Grout; express office, S: E- Grout: law’ office, Omnia 
vey; telephone office, dry goods, Geo. Higgins; tailor, C. P. 
Day; jewelry and watch store. Charles Palmer; druggist, O. B. 
Cutting; photographer, Doctor’s office (2nd floor), Dr. Nichols; 
and various other businesses. F. A. Brewer studied law under 
O. F. Harvey or Squire Harvey—as he was called. Forty-five 
years ago. E. D. Lee operated the grocery store.at the east end 
of the building. 


At the time of the fire the third floor was vacant, there were 
four apartments on the second floor and the ground floor was 
occupied by Scott’s Inc., a barber shop, Dr. F. R. Dickson’s of- 
fice, the office of the school superintendent and the postoffice. 


The Block was the center of so much of the life of Concord 
that it can never be replaced.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1958 


Through the following programs the State Department of Health 
works with the Health Officer and other officials, doctors and local citi- 
zens on community health. This report summarizes many of the services 
rendered to Concord last year and indicates other services available. 


Cancer and Chronic Disease: 0 persons received services which included 
diagnosis and treatment at tumor clinics or financial aid toward hospital- 
ization costs. 


Child Heaith Services: 126 children attended 7 well-child and school con- 
ferences organized by the public health nurse. There were 0 nutrition and 
dietetic consultations. At attending doctor’s request, 0 children received 
pediatric consultations; 0 received hospital diagnosis. 8 children with or- 
thopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received services or 
appliances through clinics for handicapped children and 0* were given 
financial] aid toward the cost of hospitalization. 


Communicable Disease: 3 persons received chest x-rays; 101 children re- 
ceived immunizing series, including booster injections, against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and/or tetanus. The immunizing series against polio- 
myelitis, including boosters, was given to 141 children and adults. 


Dental Health: The dentist or dental hygienist made 1 consultation 
with groups on school or town dental health problems. 


Environmental Sanitation: A sanitarian or sanitary engineer made 9 in- 
spections-consultations at the town’s food and lodging places and 7 con- 
cerning water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other prob- 
lems to protect health through improved town sanitation. 

Health Education: All programs offer educational services. Pamphlets, 
films and speakers are available. A health reference library is maintain- 
ed. The health educator consulted with many groups on health education 
programs, studying or organizing to take action on local health problems. 
Hospital Services: There was 1 inspection-consultation to the hospitals, 
nursing homes or homes for the aged. 


Industrial Health: Services for chest x-rays in industry and inspections 
and consultations at industrial sites were available. 


Laboratory Services: As aids in the control of communicable disease, 
tests were performed on 18 water samples, 1 food and dairy products, 91 
bload specimens and 10 other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and bio- 
logicals were distributed for protection against communicable diseases. 


Mental Health*: 0 persons and groups were served at the guidance clinic 
or through educational meetings or consultations. Services to individ- 
uals included 0 interviews with the psychiatrist, psychologist or psychia- 
tric social worker. Financial and other assistance to develop local pro- 
jects for prevention, treatment or education in the field of menta] health 
were available. 


Public Health Nursing: The public health nurse’s headquarters is in St. 
Johnsbury. Assisted by local people, she served at well-child and school 
conferences, x-ray and immunization clinics. She visited homes, doctors 
and agencies, making 245 visits on behalf of 76 persons and community 
health activities. Her service is an essential element in the department’s 


programs for health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment 
and education.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 
MONTPELIER, VERMONT 


This is the twenty-third annual report which I have made 
to tie citizens of Concord regarding State payments in your 
municipality of various types of assistance and welfare during 
1958. The support and cooperation of town officers and people 
generally over this long period is gratefully acknowledged. 


This year marks the greatest improvement in the assistance 
programs since they were inaugurated many years ago. Due to 
an increase in Federal funds available to the State and a fortun- 
ate combination of circumstances it has been possible to lift the 
ceiling in the three adult programs from $63.00 to $75.00 a 
month and in the Aid to Dependent Children program to $45.00 
for the eligible mother or relative, $45.00 for the first child and 
$25.00 for each additional child. Our food budget allowances 
have also been increased. This not only furnishes more finan- 
cial security to the individuals themselves but should also re- 
lieve the towns and cities of much of the expense of supplemen- 
tation. Although the bill has not passed the legislature at this 
writing, a program for nursing home care and limited hospital- 
ization for eligible recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid to the 
Blind and Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled has the 
endorsement of the town and city managers. This will relieve 
the towns and cities of 65 percent of the cost for which they are 
currently obligated. No additional state appropriation is pro- 
posed or required. Actually, the current total requests of the 
Department of Social Welfare for 1960-1961, are less than was 
appropriated for 1958-1959.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The statistics which accompany this report show that ah 
September 1958 enrollment in the elementary grades was /1 < 
East Concord and 112 at Concord Village. Included in ne 
above enrollments are 18 tuition pupils; ten at East Concord 
and eight at Concord Village. The high school enrollment at 
Concord for the same date was 64. Of this number 20 were tui- 
tion pupils. 


Corresponding figures for September 1957 indicate that the 
enrollment at East Concord was 79, at Concord Village 103 and 
Conco:d High School 76. 


The enrollments at this time, January 16, 1959, are as fol- 
lows: East Concord 74, Concord Village 113, and Concord 
High School 63. 


Trends indicate that the number atrending Concord High 
School will not reach 100 before 1961. Until that time it ap- 
pears that the enrollment will not exceed 80. Parents should 
keep in mind the importance of a high school education and see . 
to it that their children take advantare of the opportunities pro- 
vided for them at Concord. Here we have a faculty of five 
well-trained people giving instruction to 63 pupils. One can 
see what a favorable situation exists at Concord High School 
for individual as well as group instruction. 


The buildings have teen kept in excellent repair. At East 
Concord the exterior of the entire building was painted, and the 
classrooms and corridors redecorated. All wood floors ‘were 
cleaned and sealed and cement floors in the toilets painted. At 
Concord Village the usual cleaning and maintenance program 
was followed. All wood floors were theroughly cleaned and 
sealed, cement floors painted, and tile floors cleaned and waxed. 

A desirable improvement resulted from the draining and 
graveling of the plan and parking area in front of the Village 
School. This eliminated to a large degree a source from w hich 
mud was tracked into the building. Relative to this situation I 
suggest that consideration be given to the construction of a 
macadam area adjacent to the entrances of both the Village and. 
East Village schools. This would eliminate much floor “clean- 
ing and maintenance. 


The amount of state aid received for the 1957-58 school year 


was $18,969.58. This was based upon an average daily member- 
ship of 218.73 pupils, and a school tax of $33, 521.25. 


x 


If the present A. D. M. does not change before the end of 
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the school year, the 1959 state aid should be in the vicinity .of 


$19,780. 


The school board gave much thought to each item of the 
budget for the-school year July 1, 1959-June 30, 1960. Due-to 
continually rising costs and salary increases in accordance with 
the state statutes, a budget of $77,125 appears to be practicable. 


There is. much interest in the northeast section of the state 
in the Topical Fluoride program. ‘his is a practical method of 
preventing 40% of tooth decay. The first essential of this pro- 
eram is the services of a dental hygienist employed by several 
towns and working out of a central area. If the program can 
be crganized it will be possible for a child to receive the dental 
services of a cleaning and four fluoride treatments over a three- 
week period at a total cost of $1.75 to $2.00. Although P. T. A.’s 
and other civic organizations may sponsor the project, it is a 
community responsibility and deserves some financial aid. 
From data at hand the estimated cost to the town would be very 
small, perhaps $15. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all who have helped 
in any way to make our school program successful. I would 
like to commend the P. T. A.’s of both schcols for their fine work 
in carrying out the hot lunch and milk programs.

The people living in the area served by the Brightlook and St. Johns- 
bury hospitals are blest more than most by the fact that the number of 
beds in the two hospitals combined is about half again as large as is needed 
to handle the average patient load. This means that here a sick person 
can obtain admittance to a hospital at any time without notice. 


A result of this situation is that Brightlook has operated for the last 
two years at an average of 62% capacity which is low—too low to enable 
it to pay its own way. However, it is worth a great deal to the people 
who live in the area to have this higher-than-usual hospital capacity ready 
at all times to serve them when they need it. We believe that they all 
should share in the cost of this extra readiness to serve and we know of 
no more equitable way to distribute it than by means of annual appropria- 
tions by the towns concerned. 


For the past several years this principle has been recognized by most 
of the towns and appropriations for the support of Brightlook Hospital 
have been made. Since no significant change in the situation is anticipat- 
ed, we are asking that appropriations by the towns be made again this 
year. We estimate the total amount needed to be $20,000. On the next 
page we present in map form a proposed allocation of this sum based, for 
each town, on the grand list, population, and number of patients in Bright- 
look during 1958. 

The financia] results of Brightlook Hospital operations for the year

He left $25,000.00 to the town of Concord, to apply on its 
debts.

VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1959 


The health of the town of Concord is the concern of its citizens, its 
doctors, health officer, selectmen and the State Department of Health. 


Through its various programs the State Department of Health staff 
works with and for local people on community health, operating on both 
local and state levels. This letter is a report of the State Health Depart- 
ment services and programs your town used. 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping handicapped chil- 
dren, well-child and school conferences were attended by 73 children. 9 
with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received serv- 
ices or appliances through clinics for handicapped children. 


In the effort to control communicable disease 2 persons received chest 
X-rays; 120 children received immunizations, including boosters, against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, includ- 
ing boosters, were given 88 children and adults. The State Laboratory 
performed tests on 40 water samples, 4 food and dairy products, 86 blood 
specimens and 6 other specimens. Vaccines, anti toxins and biologicals 
were distributed for protection against communicable diseases. 


There were 8 sanitary inspections or consultations made at the town’s 
food and lodging places and 8 concerning water supply, sewage disposal, 
public buildings and other problems, to protect health. through improved 
town sanitation. In connection with the state licensing programs and the 
Hill-Burton federal aid program for hospital and medical facility construc- 
tion there were 1 inspections-consultations to hospitals, nursing homes and 
homes for the aged. 


Under the community health program to develop local projects for 
prevention, treatment or education in mental health, financial assistance 
and staff consultations are available. 


To promote better dental health, consultations and services were pro- 
vided 4 groups or individuals on town or school dental health problems. 


In cancer work 1 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor clinics, or 
were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 


All programs in the department offer educational services. Pam- 
phlets, films, a news release and information service and speakers are avail- 
able. A health educator is available to help town groups study their 
health problems and plan educational programs. 


The Public Health nurse, with headquarters in St. Johnsbury, served 
at well-child and school conferences, X-ray and immunization clinics, as- 
sisted by local people. She visited homes, doctors and agencies, making 
305 visits on behalf of 95 persons and community health activities. Her 
service is an essential element in the department’s program for health pro- 
motion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and education.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
CONCORD, VERMONT 


The 1959-60 school session opened in September with an en- 
rollment of 77 in the high school, 109 in the Village elementary 
school, including the C. H. Davis School, and 76 at East Con- 
cord. While the high school enrollment was up 12 over that of 
last year, there was little change in the elementary enrollment. 


On January 18th, at the time this report is being written, 
there are 76 pupils in the high school. Only one has dropped 
out since the opening date last September. This fact indicates 
good pupil-school relationship. The number of elementary pu- 
pils remains at 185 in both town schools at this time. Seven 
have moved out of the school district and seven have moved in 
since the beginning of school in September. 


The buildings and grounds have been kept in good shape 
during the year. All wood floors have been thoroughly cleaned 
and sealed during the summer vacation, and also cleaned and 
waxed during the other vacation periods. The asphalt tile 
floors in the addition at the village were also cleaned, waxed, and 
polished during the vacation periods. All cement floors were 
painted before the opening of school. 


Much improvement in the water facilities at East Concord 
resulted from the installation of new plastic pipe, a new pump, 
and reconstruction of the hot water heater. When one bears in 
mind that the exterior and classrooms of both the Concord Vil- 
lage and East Concord Schools have been painted since July 1, 
1957, and that the necessary maintenance and safety items have 
been attended to, it is evident that the school board is aware of 
the necessity and economy of keeping the school plants in good 
shape. 


As in previous years the board has been generous in provid- 
ing the latest texts and teaching materials. This year the ad- 
ministration has taken advantage of the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act, through which a reimbursement 
of 50% was obtained on the purchase price of standardized tests, 
science equipment and apparatus, and science reference materials 
for use in the high school. 


Standard achievement tests have been given in grades 3-8, 
and mental ability in grades 2, 3,4,6 and 8. The results of these 
tests are used, as a guide only, by the teacher in providing for in- 
dividual differences in pupils. The testing program in the high 
school includes the administration of mental ability tests to 
grades 9 & 11, algebra prognosis, and reading tests to grade 9, 
scholastic aptitude to grades 11 & 12, and the National Educa- 
tional Development Test to grades 9 & 10. 
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Concord’s share of state aid for the 1958-59 school year was 
$19,259.40. If the present school enrollment and the number of 
resident pupils now attending elementary and high schools does 


not change before the close of the school year, the state aid to 
be received in December 1960 should be in the vicinity of 


$19,500. 


The board gave much thought to the preparation of the 
proposed budget for the school year July 1, 1960-June 30, 1961. 
When we consider such items as bonds and interest, fuel, trans- 
portation, administration, maintenance and conformity to the 
laws affecting teachers’ salaries and sick leave regulations, the 
proposed budget of $80,145 is not excessive in my opinion. 3 


I wish to express my appreciation to all who helped to make 
our schools educationally sound and progressive. The assist- 
ance given by the Concord High School Alumni and the P. T. 
A.’s of both schools merits recognition. The financial support 
given by the P. T. A. made the Topical Fluoride Program very 
successful. I sincerely hope that this program has come to stay. 
The aid given by the public health nurse was an important fac- 
tor in getting the program into operation. She should also be 
commended for her work with the pupils and pre-school children.

To All Residents in the Area Served by 
BRIGHTLOOK HOSPITAL 

The people living in the area served by the Brightlook and St. Johns- 
bury hospitals continue to be more fortunate than those in many other 
areas because the capacity of the two hospitals combined is still’ much 
larger than is needed to handle the average patient load. Here, a sick per- 
son can gain admittance to a hospital at any time without notice. 

In the last fiscal year (ending September 30, 1959) the average oc- 
cupancy at Brightlook was 68%. This is higher than the previous two 
years but still too low to enable it to pay its own way. With the aid fur- — 
nished by the towns in 1959, it was possible for the hospital to complete 
the year with a small surplus, the first in many years. Without this aid 
there would have been a substantial deficit. 

On August 1, 1959 Brightlook increased its rates for the first time in 
several years. This step was forced by the action of the last legislature 
in raising the minimum wage from seventy-five cents to one dollar per 
hour. In taking this action we believe we faced up realistically to a sit- 
uation we did not create but had, somehow, to meet. In computing the 
new rates we assumed the hospital would continue to receive support from 
the towns in about the same amount it has in the last few years. We still 
hold strongly to the proposition that all the people in the area served by 
Brightlook should share in the cost of having it ready to serve them when 
they need it by means of these annual appropriations. 

We estimate the total amount needed to be $20,000. Accompanying 
this statement is, in map form, a proposed allocation of this sum based, for 
each town, on the grand list, population and number of patients in Bright- 
look in 1959. 

The financial results of the Brightlook operations for the year ending 
September 30, 1959 are briefly as follows:

In the interest of clarity the above eT aety, excludes the money rais- 
ed by the Assistance Fund drive, $12,000, of which $1,500 was retained as 
an operating surplus and the remainder used to pay off back bills and make 
improvements. The need for a much more substantial operating surplus 
is graphically illustrated by our experience since we closed our fiscal year 
on September 30, 1959 with a surplus of $4,000. Between then and De- 
cember 31 the hospital operated at a loss of $6,200 due to the low average 
occupancy of 59%. Large and sudden changes in patient load, such as this, 
contribute substantially to the difficulty of operating a hospital at low cost. 

No pains are being spared that are within our means to make ever 
better the quality of services rendered and the facilities available at Bright- 
look. To enable us to continue to furnish the best of hospital service to 
the people who live here, we solicit your support for the appropriations 
proposed for 1960.
